Chief of Indiana Supreme Court Ex­ 
pires at St. Joseph's Hospital 
in Fort Wayne. 


WIDOW AND 5 CHILDREN LEFT 


His Death Will Not Delay Decision in 
Woman’s Suffrage Suit Expected 
Any Time. 


Fort Wayne, Ind., Oct. 5.—Rich­ 
ard K. Erwin, chief justice of the 
Indiana supreme court, died at St. 
Joseph’s hospital early today from 
liver trouble. 
He had been ill sev­ 
eral weeks. 
He is 
survived by a 
widow and five children. 
Judge Erwin was 57 years old. He 
was born in Adams county, the son 
of a pioneer resident of that section 
of the state. 
He studied at the old 
Methodist school in Fort Wayne, in­ 
tending to be a teacher, but later de­ 
cided to take up law. 
After one year of study in a law 
office at Decatur he passed the ex­ 
amination for admission to the bar. 
In 1880 he was elected to the legis­ 
lature and re-elected two years later. 
Later he served as county attorney 
for five years. 
In 1900 Judge Erwin was elected 
judge of the Adams circuit court and 
remained on that bench for 
six 
years During that time his decisions 
were never reversed by the supreme 
court and only twice by the appellate 
court;. 
The fueral will be held here Sun­ 
day afternoon at one 
o’clock with 
services 
at the Scottish 
Rite ca­ 
thedral. 
Leading state officials will 
attend. 
The body will be interred at 
Lindenwood cemetery of this city.

NOT TO RAISE PRICE 


OF PRISONERS MEALS 


Sheriff Cavitt Will Not Increase Cost 


to County Though he Has 


the Right. 


HIS 
TERM WILL 
END 
SOON 


Sheriff Cavitt stated today that he 


probably would not take advantage 
of a ruling of the state board of ac- 
counts whereby county commission- 
ers were authorized to increase the 
pay of meals for jail prisoners to an 
amount not to exceed 20 cents per 
meal. The sheriff stated that as his 
term of office 
was' drawing 
to a 


close and he did not 
contemplate 


having many prisoners, he believed it 
would not be worth the trouble to' 
present a petition to the county com- 
missioners asking for an increase in 
the amount allowed for meals. 


The present amount allowed by 


law for the feeding of prisoners is 
40 cents a day. 
Owing to the high 


cost of living the state board of ac- 
counts has decided the sheriffs are 
entitled to more and authorized the 
commissioners to increase this to 60 
cents a day if the proper showing is 
made to the board. 


"I have so few prisoners to feed," 


said Sheriff Cavitt today, "that the 
trouble of getting the increase in pay 
would hardly he worth the effort. )4 
my successor wants the increase he 
can petition the commissioners."

Fort Wayne; Ind., Get. 5.—Rich- 


ard K. Erwin, chief justice of the 
Indiana supreme court, died at St. 
Joseph's hospital early today from 
liver trouble. He had been ill sev- 
eral weeks. He is 
survived by a 


widow and five children. 


Judge Erwin was 57 years old. He 


was born in Adams county, the son 
of-a pioneer resident of that section 
of the state. He studied at the old 
Methodist school in Fort Wayne, in- 
tending to be a. teacher, but later de- 
cided to take up ,law. 


After one year of study in a law 


office at Decatur he passed the ex- 
amination for admission to the b,ar. 
In 1880 he was elected to the legis- 
lature and re-elected two years later. 
Later he served as county attorney 
for five years. 


In 1900 Judge Erwin was elected 


judge of the Adams circuit court and 
remained on that bench for 
six 


years During that time his decisions 
were never reversed by the 
supreme 


court and only twice by the appellate 
eonrF. 


The fueral will be held here Sun- 


day afternoon at one o'clock with 
services at the Scottish 
Rite ca- 


ihedral. Leading state officials will 
attend. The body will be interred at 
Lindenwood cemetery of this city. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind., 'Oct. 5.—The 


supreme court adjourned today on 
hearing of the death of Richard K. 
'Erwin, chief justice, until after the 
funeral; Governor Goodrich will ap- 
point his successor. 


It was learned today that his 


death will not delay a decision in the 
"woman's suffrage 
suit, as the re- 


maining Justices may legally hand 
down a decision.
